vegetable dealer handling other minor 
art ides, the object of the rule being 
to preclude the possibility of specula- 
tion In produce. 


Liquors cannot be ottered for sale or 


sold at the market. Meats or any oth- 
er articles that are not wholesome can- 
not be offered for sale. 
All goods 


are open to inspect ion by the health 
department. The superintendent Is In- 
vested with police power, and one of. 
his duties is to sec that order Is main- 
tained. 


A very good health provision, espe- 


cially valuable In the summer months. 
Is one which requires the superin- 
tendent to furnish a sufficient number 
of water tight barrels and tubs, and 
all occupants of stalls or stands are 
strictly required to throw the offal, 
filth, washings and refuse matter Into 
these barrels and tubs. 
This refuse 


Is removed by city carts immediately 
after market hours. 


Sooner or later the people of this 


vast country of ours will realize the 
importance of establishing markets of 
this very nature in all of our cities 
that have any provisions for marketing 
produce. To date there are very few 
cities In the United States of the size 
of Madison that have attempted any- 
thing half so elaborate as the new 
market center just opened in "the city 
of four lakes."
